Oil tn Alaskan pipeline 
finally reaches Valdez 


VALDEZ. Alaska (UPI) - A thick 
river of North Slope crude oil, vanguard 
of a 10-billion barrel supply that will last 
into the 21st century, completed a 
troubled 800-mile 
journey across the 
nation’s largest state early today, 
gushing into the Southern terminal of the 
$9 billion trans-Alaska pipeline. 
The oil finally reached Valdez at 4:02 
a m. EDT (11 02 p.m Thursday, Valdez 
time), after a 38-day run during which 
the line was shut down six times 
A bomb-shaped “ pig” scooting ahead 
of the oil struck with a sharp “ thunk” 
into a recovery trap to complete the trip 


from Prudhoe Bay. 
The black crude then gushed past into 
huge storage tanks at a rate of 200 
barrels per minute. 


Energy-hungry 
Americans will tap 
those barrels for the next 25 to 30 years 
to heat th eir hom es, run their 
machinery, and provide countless other 
modem necessities. 


Seconds after word was phoned from 
behind the tight security of the terminal, 
a siren atop the Valdez police depart­ 
ment wailed a long greeting that bounced 
off the steep snow-capped mountains, 
Sixty-one protesters

KENT. Ohio (U P I) - Sixtyone 
demonstrators, protesting construction 
of a gymnasium where four Kent State 
University students were shot to death in 
1970, were arrested early today by 
sheriff’s deputies who formed a wedge to 
break through a group of spectators try­ 
ing to hold them back 
Bulldozers then moved into the fenced- 
off area and started grading land for the 
$6 million gymnasium complex. 
The demonstrators, members of the 
May 4th Coalition, believe the complex 
will desecrate the site where the stu­ 
dents were shot to death by National 
G uardsm en during an an ti-w ar 
demonstration seven years ago. 
“The action taken this morning by the 
Portage County sheriff, with the as­ 
sistance of campus security and local 
police, had the full support of the ad­ 
ministration of Kent State University,” 
said Interim KSU President Michael 
Schwartz. 
'Hie action was prompted by a clear 
and flagrant violation of a court order by 
individuals who had been advised clearly 
and repeatedly of the consequences of 
trespassing upon the land under the

Some 80 spectators stood by, chanting 
and heckling authorities, while police 
removed the demonstrators, who had 
formed a circle on the ground with their 
arms entwined- 
A group of about 30 spectators at­ 
tempted to block deputies who were 
hauling demonstrators to the waiting 
buses The deputies formed a wedge and 
broke through the spectators amid cries 
of “ police harassment.” One newsman 
was knocked to the ground when he at­ 
tempted to question a deputy. 
"We’re just starting,” said Mary Anne 
Canfora, a member of the May 4th Coali­ 
tion and a former student who was at 
KSU in 1970 when the students were shot. 
“ We’ll be back.” 
It was the second group of mass 
arrests since the protests began May 12. 
A total of 193 persons were arrested on 
July 12 when authorities broke up the 
original Tent City. 
On July 22, demonstrators crossed a 
rope barrier at the site which resulted in 
charges filed against 27 of them Three 
were arrested Tuesday night and 15 sur­ 
rendered Wednesday.

Alyeska workers at the Pipeline Club 
went about their drinking and pool play­ 
ing with little reaction to the arrival of 
the oil. save for one bearded fellow who 
said “ the gravy train is dead” and his 
high-paying job would soon be over. 
Tourists mingled with Valdez resi­ 
dents in other bars and cafes to toast the 
arrival and enjoy the attention of televi­ 
sion interviews 
Before the river of oil completed its 
journey, it took one life, soaked a section 
of delicate tundra and destroyed a $20- 
million pump building. 
“ There’ll be more trouble, you can 
count on that.” said one worker from the 
pipeline terminal 
“ How do I know? 
Because there are men running this 
thing, and somebody will screw up ” 
Flaws in the system and human mis­ 
takes were blamed for the six halts in the 
initial run, the last stoppage ending early 
Thursday with 18 miles of empty pipe 
left to fill.

Commission calls 
for water pledge

Lompoc Water Commission Thursday 
recommended that the City Council com­ 
mit the city for 2,500 acre feet of state 
project water. 
The recommendation was a simplified 
conclusion to a series of concluding sen­ 
timents that came to the surface after 
nearly four hours of debate. On hand at 
the meeting were three of the five com­ 
missioners, city attorney Alan Davidson. 
A1 Thompson, director of the water 
department. Dale Batchelor, supervisor 
of the city’s water treatment plant, and 
news media representatives. 
No member of the general public was 
present despite the landmark character 
of the action. 
The commission voted unanimously in 
favor of commissioner Joe Mixsell’s mo­ 
tion 
Mixsell coupled his motion with 
declarations that the importation of 
state water in the amount of 2,500 a.f. 
would bring total benefits to the Lompoc 
Basin almost equivalent to the 2,900 a.f. 
overdraft that has been talked about. 
The commission talked in great depth 
on the question of costs and family size 
and of rates of growth, but decided final­ 
ly to simplify the final recommendation 
and include attachments with sup­ 
plementary information. 
Absent from the recommendations, 
for example, was reference to the 
schedule of delivery. 
As originally 
recommended by most engineering 
studies, the city will need approximately 
650 a f of imported water in 1986, first 
year that water is expected to flow south 
to Santa Barbara County, if, that is, 
voters approve. 
The commission is assuming the coun­ 
cil will eyeball the rate of growth and the 
half an acre foot of water necessary for 
each household and formulate a delivery 
schedule. 
Much of the information on costs of the

DeBolt said, the pre­ 
sent opportunity to bid for some of the 
county’s entitlement of state water. 
will be the only chance to obtain sup­ 
plemental water from this source.” He 
said the importation of state water is the 
only proposal that offers countywide 
relief for the overdraft of local water 
sources; and finally. DeBolt said, state 


water “ has the lowest or equal cost of 
known alternates.” 
of the con side, DeBolt said the state 
water will be expensive ($391-$569a.f., at 
today’s prices), the actual costs are un­ 
known at this time, the transmission of 
state water will require appreciable 
energy resources for the extensive 
pumping that will necessary; the future 
for some elements of the state delivery 
system are uncertain, for example, the 
Peripheral Canal; and finally, the ul­ 
timate quality of state water when it 
arrives in Lompoc is uncertain, because 
of the inclusion of some sewage plant ef­ 
fluent and the drainage of agriculture 
runoff into aqueducts. 
The recommendation on the 2,500 a.f. 
will be delivered to the council along 
with some bulky folders with DeBolt’s 
statistics and with a wealth of other 
m aterials including a document, 
"Outline for Decision Making” by 
Davidson.

Economic index 
dips 0.6 per cent 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The index of 
leading indicators dipped 0.6 per cent in 
June for the second consecutive monthly 
decline in the government's barometer 
of future economic trends, the Com­ 
merce Department said today. 
Except for the cold-weather induced 
1 3 per cent decline in January, the June 
eclipse was the biggest since the reces­ 
sion ended two years ago. 
Tightening of the money supply, which 
was the primary reason for the May 
decline of 0.2 per cent, again contributed 
to slippage in the index. But the Com­ 
merce Department said the primary 
dampening factor was the worker layoff 
rate. 
Unemployment rose to 7.1 per cent in 
June for the first increase in the jobless 
rate since the Carter administration took 
office. 
The index, which stood at 129.4 in June 
from the 1967 base of 100, measures 12 
s e c to r s of the econom y w hose 
performances, when compiled for pur­ 
poses of the index, are supposed to por­ 
tend future activity of production and 
employment. 


The Commerce Department said six of 
the 10 indicators available for June 
declined. Tliey were the layoff rate, 
money supply, new factory orders, 
capital spending orders, sensitive 
wholesale prices and assets that can be 
quickly converted to cash. 
The index has risen almost every 
month since February, 1975, when it 
began signaling the end of the worst 
recession since World War II ended. 
The only downturns were caused by 
weather that forced temporary layoffs of 
two million workers in January and 
strikes last September and October in 
the automobile and farm equipment in­ 
dustries 
Commerce Department analyst Feliks 
Tamm said the figures were “not alar­ 
ming" despite two months of declines. 
“Conditions aren’t as bad as they ap­ 
pear. There is a sign of some weakness, 
but nothing conclusive.” 
Tamm said the index may be in­ 
dicating that the economy will grow sl­ 
ower over the next five months But 
Tamm said there was “certainly no 
reason" to suspect anything worse than 
an economic slowdown

Governmental agencies, insurance 
companies and welfare agencies today 
moved in to pick up the pieces remaining 
from the devastating Santa Barbara fire. 
The multi-pronged effort came even as 
other fires hit widely scattered com­ 
munities elsewhere in the Southland. 
In Santa Barbara, officials tallied the 
destruction at M5 buildings: 234 homes 
destroyed and 26 damaged, plus another 
125 structures — bams, stables, garages 
and others — damaged or destroyed. 
Mayor David Shiftman called it the 
city’s “ worst natural disaster since the 
1925 earthquake." With at least two or 
three months of fire season still remain­ 
ing, officials began worrying about 
another danger — the floods and lethal 
mudslides that pour down fire-denuded 
slopes when the winter rains come. 
"We’ve had floods here after every 
major fire in our history and a heavy 
rain could cause a worse catastrophe 
than the fire,” warned county Flood 
Control Officer Jim Stubchaer. 
Insurance industry spokesmen said 
few homeowners had increased their fire 
insurance policies to keep pace with the 
soaring inflation in Southern California 
home prices — from 20 to 30 per cent a 
year or more 
Most of the houses destroyed were in 
the $100,000-$200,000 class, meaning 
many owners paid about $50,000-$60,000 
for them a few years ago — and insured 
them at that level 
The latest in a series of Southern 
California fires raged out of control to­ 
day in dense 60-year-old brush, scorching 
1,000 acres and keeping Corona residents 
alert for possible evacuation. 
Seventy homes in Corona were 
threatened for a time Thursday night but 
shifting winds drove the flames away 
from the city, into Tin Mine and Hagador 
Canyons of the Santa Ana Mountains. 
Winds normally blow down-canyon in 
the afternoon, however, and fire officials 
expressed concern for later in the day. 
“ If the fire continues to bum and we 
get the normal wind pattern, the fire 
could threaten additional homes,” a U.S. 
Forest Service spokeswoman said “ It’s 
a possibility ” 
She said one of the “ biggest concerns” 


of the firefighters was the heavy brush 
in Tin Mine and Hagador Canyons which 
has been growing unchecked for more 
than 60 years 
“Our fire records go back to 1910 and it 
has never burned.” she said. “ It has 
been growing and growing, getting 
thicker and thicker for 60 years ” 
Investigators said the fire was started 
shortly after noon Thursday by an illegal 
campfire in a fire closure area of Tin 
Mine Canyon behind a locked and posted 
gate 
At least one avocado grove and a barn 
were destroyed 
Sane 900 firefighters, many rushed in 
from the Santa Barbara fire earlier in 
the week, fought the fire in temperatures 
expected to approach 100 degrees later 
today

House okays 
subsidy 
for sugar 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — De­ 
spite heavy lobbying by the 
Carter administration and con­ 
sumer and food industries, the 
House has approved a federal 
subsidy program for sugar that 
critics claim could cost con­ 
sumers up to $1 billion in higher 
sugar prices. 
House members who had ten­ 
tatively adopted the program 
last week cemented it into an 
omnibus farm-food bill Thurs­ 
day despite threats President 
Carter would veto the whole 
package unless the sugar 
amendment was dropped in a 
Senate-House conference. 
The program, sponsored by 
Rep E. de la Garza, D-Tex., 
would require the Agriculture 
D epartm ent to support the 
m arket price of raw sugar 
which is currently under 11 
cents a pound — at not less than 
14.3 cents a pound for the 1977 
and 1978 crops. 
The House approved the 
program 246-165. Administra­ 
tion officials sought unsuccess­ 
fully to strip the de la Garza 
amendment from the House bill 
because they want to prop the 
incomes of sugar growers by a 
different device — a system of 
direct payments to growers and 
processors which would not 
raise the m arket price of sugar. 


Food stamp 
plan passed 
in House 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - An 
alliance of rural and city law­ 
m akers spurred the House to 
overwhelming approval of an 
$11 billion bill carrying a free 
food stam p system for the 
needy and higher price sup­ 
ports for depressed farm ers. 


With the threat of a presiden­ 
tial veto hanging over the 
measure, conferees prepared to 
meet next week to compromise 
the House m easure with a more 
costly Senate version passed in 
May. 


House Agriculture Commit­ 
tee chairm an Thomas Foley. D- 
Wash., called Thursday’s pro­ 
duct — approved 294 to 114 — a 
“ very balanced bill” giving 
farm ers “ substantial improve­ 
m ents in agricultural programs 
along with action which makes 
food stam ps more accessible to 
the truly needy.” 
Although the House raised 
1977 grain supports above the 
levels President C arter sought, 
there were indications C arter 
would sign the m easure as long 
as the eventual compromise 
contained the House grain sup­ 
port levels for 1978 and future 
years instead of higher Senate 
figures 
C arter still could find fault 
with the bill on another point, 
however , raw sugar prices The 
House approved, 246 to 165. a 
new price support program to 
boost those prices from the 
current level of less than 11 
cents to 14 cents a pound. 


Californians 
feel optimistic 
about finances 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
An in c re a sin g n u m b er of 
California families are optim is­ 
tic about their current financial 
status. 
The California Poll reported 
today that 34 per cent feel they 
are better off than they were a 
year ago. while 36 per cent feel 
they are worse off. In 1976, 28 
per cent thought they were bet­ 
ter off and 39 per cent worse 
off, 
Pollster Mervin D. Field said 
t h a t th o s e p o lle d w e re 
pessimistic that inflation could 
be kept w ithin reasonable 
bounds 
Forty-four per cent 
were “ not too confident” and 22 
per cent were “ not at all con­ 
fident” that inflation could be 
controlled 
Asked whether they worried 
more about inflation or unem­ 
ployment, the poll found that in­ 
flation was the top economic 
worry of 59 per cent and un­ 
employment of 31 per cent.

Debris in 
Johnstown 
searched 


JOHNSTOWN. Pa. (UPI) - 
Disaster crews today focused 
on a square-mile pile of debris 
floating in the Conem augh 
River where they feel they may 
find the bodies of many of the 
100 persons still listed as miss­ 
ing in last week’s floods 


The debris, estim ated to be 
six feet deep, had gathered 
behind the 900-foot-wide Cone­ 
maugh Dam, about 35 miles 
northwest of here, during the 
12-inch rainfall of July 19-20. 
The dam was the final barrier 
to the millions of tons of water 
that flooded the area and killed 
at least 68 persons. 


Under that pressure the dam 
finally burst and the flotsam 
sw ep t through th e d a m ’s 
crumbling concrete walls in one 
huge mass Officials said the 
bodies of many of the nearly 100 
persons still missing may have 
been swept down the winding 
river and trapped in the debris 


A small crew of Civil Defense 
volunteers and 
Pennsylvania 
National Guardsmen recovered 
three bodies from the edges of 
the island of rubble Thursday, 
prompting volunteer firemen in 
Indiana County to meet with the 
Civil Defense to work out a way 
today to search the pileup. 
The recovery of those bodies 
raised the death count from the 
floods to 68, but state police 
were still listing the official toll 
at 65 until those victims could 
be processed 
On Thursday morning work­ 
ers dug in nearby Seward where 
four scent dogs had indicated 
there might be victims 
No 
bodies were found. 
State officials said property 
recovery efforts were proceed­ 
ing more quickly than expec­ 
ted.

NAIROBI, Kenya (UPI) - 
Ground and air fighting be­ 
tween Ethiopian and Somali 
forces has spread to tens of 
thousands of square miles of 
desert and mountain, with both 
sid es issu in g new v icto ry 
claims. 
Somalia acknowledged for 
the first tim e it was directly in­ 
volved in the fighting, which 
has expanded across a territory 
th e size of C o lo rad o 
It 
previously maintained it was 
m erely supporting guerrilla 
forces. 
Diplomatic sources in Addis 
Ababa said Ethiopia airlifted 
thousands of fresh troops and 
members of its Cuban-trained 
peasant arm y into its three em ­ 
battled southern provinces to 
try to turn the tide of battle. 
Both sides continued to claim 
major victories. Rival com­ 
muniques reported the killing 
and capture of thousands of 
soldiers on both sides, the fall 
of at least 100 tow ns and 
villages and the destruction of 
scores of warplanes, tanks and 
vehicles 
Independent observers called 
both the Ethiopian and Somali 
c o m m u n i q u e s 
h i g h l y 
e x a g g e ra te d but said the 
fighting was spreading at an 


alarming pace. 
The Somali forces hope to 
m e rg e 
th e M ontana-sized 
Ogaden desert, inhabited most­ 
ly by ethnic Somali nomads, 
with Som alia as part of a 
“ G reater Somalia.” 
Statem ents from the Ethiopi­ 
an government and the Western 
Somali Liberation Front agreed 
battles had spread from the 
original area of conflict in the 
Ogaden to neighboring Bale 
province and even further west 
into Sidamo, covering a wild 
100.000-square-mile desert and 
mountainous region 
Somalia for the first tim e ad­ 
m itted its w arp lan es w ere 
directly involved in the conflict 


to Korean lobbying activities. 
Although the Justice D epart­ 
m ent, the Internal Revenue 
Service and some others still 
have not replied, Stevenson 
s a i d , so f a r “ I c a n say 
categorically there is no evi­ 
dence that any senator was un­ 
duly influenced or involved in 
any impropriety or illegality.”

sans knocking, says court 
Massive Idaho timber yard blaze controlled 


SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
The State Supreme Court ruled 
Thursday it’s lawful for a 
policeman to nab a burglar in 
the act without knocking on the 
front door 
The ruling upheld the bur­ 
glary conviction of Hector 
Solario, arrested while taking 
jewelry out of a drawer in a Los 
Angeles apartment. 
A state court of appeal had 
reversed Solario's conviction on 
the grounds a 
policem an 
entered the apartment illegally 
to arrest him 
“ Requiring the officer to 
identify himself, announce his

purpose and demand entry in 
such circumstances would im­ 
pede the officer in protecting 
the householder's privacy and 
property from the thief,” the 
unanimous ruling said 
“Worse, it would jeopardize 
the officer’s safety as well as 
the safetv of the householder 


and other innocent persons on 
the premises by giving the 
burglar the opportunity to for­ 
tify his position and take 
hostages.” 
The ruling narrows the scope 
of a state penal code section 
protecting the privacy of 
homeowners 


LEWISTON, Idaho (UPI) - 
Idaho Gov. John Evans de­ 
clared a state of emergency 
shortly before midnight Thurs­ 
day and offered the assistance 
of the Idaho National Guard to 
help firemen battle a massive 
fire that roared through the 
Potlatch Corp. timber yards 
early today. 


But firemen managed to br­ 
ing the blaze under control 
around 2 a.m. 
“There’s still an orange glow 
in the sky over there,” said 
Lewiston Fire Department Bat­ 
talion Chief Marion Edmonson 
“But we’ve got all the outlying 
grass fires under control and 
the log piles are gone. Mostly 


we’ve got burning sawdust piles 
now and it’s just a matter of 
pumping water on them to cool 
them down.” 
The blaze started in the 
plant's hog fuel (wood chip) 
pile 
At its height, flames 
leaped 300 feet into the air and 
could be seen 30 miles away in 
Moscow, Idaho. 


Edmonson said the wood chip 
pile was 4-5 acres in size and 
about 34 stories high. Flames, 
pushed by strong winds, spread 
across the firm’s timber yards, 
engulfing 10 railroad cars, 
jumping a two-lane gravel road 
and spreading up a hillside. 
Several homes near the facility 
were evacuated At one point, a 


100 acre grass fire was burning 
south of the main blaze. 
No injuries were reported. 
“Unless we get some wine 
that would push the fire the 
other way, we’ve got a prettj 
good handle on things,” Ed{ 
monson said “ If it starts blow] 
ing the other way, we could 
in trouble again.”

Farm land value 
rising faster 
than rent rates 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - 
Rental rates for farm land have 
been rising rapidly in recent 
years, but not quite as fast in 
many places as the market 
v a l u e of f ar m land, an 
Agriculture Department survey 
shows. 
In Illinois, for example, the 
survey found cash rents for en­ 
tire farms averaging $88 an 
acre this year compared to $51 
an acre as recently as 1974 
At the same time, however, 
experts calculated that at the 
$88 rental level. Illinois renters 
were paying only 4.7 per cent of 
the estimated market value of 
the land compared with 5 4 per 
cent in 1974 
The survey found, to nobody’s 
surprise, that average cash ren­ 
tal rates are highest in the Corn 
Belt and that rental charges 
have been rising since 1974 with 
a particularly strong push in the 
Com Belt and the Great Lake 
and Appalachian states. 
Nationally, changes in the 
relationship between rental 
charges and land values varied 
from state to state, “but overall 
1 rent-value ratios > were steady 
to slightly lower compared with 
1976 estim ates.” officials said. 
The slowest rate of increase 
in rental charges was shown in 
areas like the Great Plains 
where low cattle and wheat 
prices and drought problems 
have helped slow increases in 
land values. 
In North Dakota, for exam­ 
ple. per-acre rental rates for 
whole farms rose only from 
$13 40 an acre to $17.60 between 
1974 and this year In Iowa, dur­ 
ing the sam e period, rents 
jumped from $53 an acre to $79. 
Officials said farmers and 
landowners in some areas have 
been changing their rental 
arrangements since 1972 be­ 
cause of wide fluctuations in 
commodity prices and weather 
problems. In the Corn Belt, ex­ 
perts said, there has been a 
noticeable shift to cash renting 
instead of arrangements giving 
the landlord a share of the crop 


Because of the high demand 
for farmland, auctions for ren­ 
tals are even becoming com­ 
mon in Illinois, Iowa and In­ 
diana. the report noted 


But despite the shift, agricul­ 
ture officials said crop-share 
arrangements are still wide­ 
spread because they have been 
traditionally used for many 
years

The court deems the firms responsible for employes who 
get drunk and hurt themselves at Christmas parties in the of­ 
fice during working hours. 
In a unanimous ruling last week, the court ruled that 
Albert Beauchesne, an employe at David London & Co . a 
barrel reconditioning concern in Lincoln, R I , was entitled 
to full medical, legal and disabilities benefits 
At a 1975 Christmas party, Beauchesne, then 18, fell out a 
third-story window, suffering injuries that led to a leg am ­ 
putation Bearchesne had been drinking boilermakers — 
whiskey with beer chasers — provided by the small family- 
owned business. 
The bash was held during regular work hours and the 
David London employes were celebrating $10 bonuses in 
their Christmas pay checks. 
In its ruling, the court limited the liability to the following 
specific circumstances: intoxication with company alcohol 
at a company-sponsored party on company time and 
premises 
It also upheld a Workmens’ Compensation Commission 
award of $97 a week and $14,050 to Beauchesne to cover the 
loss of his leg and related medical expenses. 
“ While the party may not be classified as an expressed 
‘command performance’ for the employes, one can certainly 
conclude 
that their attendance was expected,’’ Justice 
Thomas F Kelleher wrote in the decision

Justice center 
experiments 
told by Bell 


WASHINGTON (U P I) - At- 
torney General Griffin Bell 
says the nation’s first “ neigh­ 
borhood justice centers” will be 
set up by November on an ex­ 
perimental basis in Atlanta, 
Kansas City and Los Angeles. 
Bell revealed Thursday that 
the Justice Department is set­ 
ting up the centers as possible 
models for use by local govern­ 
ments across the country “ to 
make justice in the United 
States faster, fairer and more 
accessible to the people ” 
“ Each center will offer 
m ediation or a rb itra tio n 
through a panel of specially 
trained members of the com­ 
munity for those disputes in 
which both parties are willing to 
participate.” Bell said in a 
statement 
“ The purpose of the pilot 
centers is to develop a model 
center that may be replicated 
widely around the country,” he 
said. “ The center should be an 
office in a community to which 
people can go with a wide 
variety of problems.” 
All staff members including 
mediators and arbitrators will 
be local residents selected and 
trained for the jobs. Bell said. 
Mediators act as impartial 
go-betweens in settling dis­ 
putes. A rb itrato rs act as 
referees who decide which side 
is right and propose sett­ 
lements. Both sides usually 
agree in advance to abide by the 
arbitrator’s decision. 
Bell made a brief announce­ 
ment about the centers at a 
news conference just after 
aides distributed his prepared 
statement to reporters but he 
was not asked a single question 
about them 
Each center w ill have a 
community-based board of di­ 
rectors who, among other 
things, will try to get support of 
community leaders. 
Bell said in his statement the 
experiment is being financed by 
the Justice Department’s Law 
Enforcement 
Assistance Ad­ 
ministration — $200,000 for 
each center and $350,000 to 
finance an evaluation after one 
year. 


The evaluators will decide 
which methods work best and 
should be retained and which 
should be changed, he said 


No sites have been selected. 
Bell said the renters should be 
located in existing government 
buidings. for sake of economy 
and accessibility, but not in 
police stations Some persons 
are reluctant to visit police sta­ 
tions. he said

“ Never go shopping on an empty 
stomach.” I remember my father saying 
as he tried to explain the pickled pigs 
feet, the out-of-season strawberries and 
sweet com, the oysters and herring in 
sour cream to my mother when all she’d 
asked him to pick up at the store was 
bread and milk. 
He was so right. 
An empty stomach is my downfall 
every time. 
The worst thing about being hungry 
when I shop is that even the things I don’t 
like look good, causing me to fill my cart 
with items that are going to stare at me 
from my pantry shelves for a long, long 
time. 
This also applies to the non-food im­ 
pulse items I so gaily toss into my cart 
right and left because in my weakened 
condition there’s absolutely nothing they 
can show me at that moment that I won’t 
feel is of critical need to my very ex­ 
istence. 
Finally, with muscles straining, I push 
my loaded cart to the checkstand where, 
waiting my turn in line, I fall prey to any 
number of irresistible last-minute items 
strategically placed to attract my 
wandering eve 
Sharp merchandising, 
this. 
When my turn finally comes, it seems 
the checker will never finish punching 
the keys I feel sorry for those waiting 
behind me. I certainly don’t like to be 
behind people like me whose business 
takes forever. 
The staggering total, so much more 
than I thought it would be, is due in part 
to my empty stomach. 
But my tastes and buying habits have 
not changed all that much over the past 
months 
What has changed are consumer prices 
which have been rising at an annual rate 
of nearly 10 per cent since January. And 
it’s food and fuel prices that have led the 
nation’s accelerated inflation rate since 
then. 
In May, the Consumer Price Index 
stood at 180 6, reflecting a 6.7 per cent in­ 
crease over the past year. Meaning that 
goods and services costing $100 in 1967, 
now cost $180.60 
Shocking, isn't it? Even though we 
know that we’re also bringing home 
more money now than we were 10 years 
ago. 
Now that sum m er’s here, luckily, a 
few food p rice s,su ch as for fresh 
vegetables, eggs and beef have declined. 
But, in addition to coffee — poultry, 
dairy products, fats, oils, pork and sugar 
continue to rise 
What to do? 
There are some alternatives 
Sometimes, though I could afford to 
pay the price. I simply refuse to buy 
items I feel are outrageously overpriced 
I sincerely believe that if more people 
would do that prices would have to come 
down 
Another way to beat the rap is to make 
sure you’re getting full value in return 
for the price you pay. 


Check the container size. Some, that 
look much larger than the next smaller 
size are, in reality, only a few ounces 
larger. And the price tag is much, much 
more 


At considerable expense, some of the 
large supermarkets have installed a 
“ Tru-price” 
system whereby special 
signs on the supermarket shelf tell the 
customer the price per ounce of each 
competing product. 


Quite quickly the customer can select 
the best buy for his money if he is buying 
for price alone without preference for 
quality or taste. 
Careful shopping is time consuming 
and for those of us who work and must 
dash into the store with our empty 
stomachs on the way home, perhaps we 
feel the amount we spend needlessly is 
offset by the value we place on our time 
But this isn’t going to help fight infla­ 
tion And it’s dangerously close to simply 
not caring at all 
It’s like the fellow who stated decisive­ 
ly to his friend, “ One of the greatest 
problems in America today is apathy.” 
And his friend replied, “ Who gives a 
dam n?”

has a new 
League now 
meaning 


LOS ANGELES (UPI) - There was a 
time when the words “ Junior League” 
conjured up a vision of a wealthy young 
matron filling idle hours dawdling in do- 
good-ism among the underprivileged as 
an excuse for teas and society balls. 


It was perceived as an elite group 
founded on snobbery, its ranks closed to 
all but the bluebloods. a form of noblesse 
oblige whose volunteer efforts were 
largely ineffectual tokens of public ser­ 
vice. 


Well, the times they have a-changed 
and so has the Junior League as ex­ 
emplified by the new president of its 
national association, Mrs. Susan Greene 
of Buffalo, N Y 


Mrs. Greene, her husband, Jim , a 
“ struggling attorney,” and their two 
children live in one part of a two-family 
house in a rather seedy downtown Buf­ 
falo area with neighbors who are blacks 
and white, young and old, poor and not so 
poor. 


“ And we love it,” Mrs. Greene said in 
an interview at the Los Angeles 1977 con­ 
vention of the Association of Junior 
Leagues, Inc. 


“ You know, the Junior League was 
founded in the early 1900s and it was 
really an offshoot of the women’s suf­ 
frage movement. Those women were the 
militants, the activists of their day." 


Mrs. Greene says there was a period 
between World Wars I and II when the 
League did become largely a social 
organization although she says she thinks 
that image has been overemphasized. 
‘‘But the great m ajority of our 


members today are the women who were 
in college in the dissident period of the 
60s and the trend has gone back to being 
active and activist in community af­ 
fairs.” 


Mrs. Greene says the criterion of ad- 
missiblity now is not who women are but 
what they have done and are willing to do 
in the field of volunteer work. The 
League has 233 chapters in North 
America with more than 120,000 in­ 
dividual members 


A primary change in Junior League ac­ 
tivity, she says, is approaching com­ 
munity problems not only at the in­ 
dividual 
volunteer service level but 
working at political levels to get at the 
causes as well as the symptoms. 


In the past few years the League 
nationally has put emphasis on weaknes­ 
ses in thè system of criminal justice and 
is starting a new program dealing with 
the protection of children. 


Mrs Greene is also a member of the 
regional planning board in Erie County 
and is thinking of getting actively into 
politics herself, perhaps running for the 
county legislature 
She acknowledges that her affairs cut 
sharply into her time with her family and 
her hobbies which include figure skating, 
swimming and the piano — she tries to 
play at least an hour each day. 


"But it’s worth it,” she says. “ You 
would get a better story if you would in­ 
terview my son. Timothy, who is 10. He 
could give you some real quotes on the 
need for peope to get involved in their 
community.”

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Lake called LA stronghold 
County residents ask priority

Should Santa Barbara County persons have an 
advantage over the hordes of recreationists 
from the Los Angeles area when it comes to win­ 
ning summertime camping space at Lake 
Cachuma Recreational Area? 
This question — brought on by a petition 
signed by a dozen county persons claiming they 
find themselves squeezed out by Angelenos rac­ 
ing to Cachuma early Fridays before they can 
get off work to go there to enjoy the weekends — 
sparked a brisk debate on the County Park Com­ 
mission Thursday. 
The debate ended with a majority of the six 
commissioners present leaning somewhat in 
favor of giving county residents a break in the 
breakneck race to get ahead of the long lines 
that now stretch in front of the popular Cachuma 
Park entrance each weekend. 
This resulted in unanimous approval of a mo­ 
tion by Commissioner Karen Thompson, of 
Goleta, directing staff — with the aid of in­ 
terested individual commissioners — to look into 
alternatives to satisfy local residents and pre­ 
sent a draft of a proposal at the August session 
Aug. 25 
Staff had opposed the proposal of Duane 
Miller, of Santa Barbara, a computer program­ 
mer, who had presented the petition from 
frustrated county campers claiming they are 
figuratively shoved aside by the thousands of

recreationists converging on Cachuma from the 
hot, congested Los Angeles metropolitan area. 
Parks Director Michael Pahos said that he 
could not recommend a reservation system 
favoring local persons over out of county 
persons at Lake Cachuma on the grounds that 
the park “depends on 70 to 80 per cent of its 
business” from the outsiders. 
Revenue from outsiders is so substantial it 
means county tax money isn’t needed at 
Cachuma, it was stated. 
Miller proposed the Parks Department set up 
a reservation system that would require 
campers to go in person to Cachuma to make a 
reservation three days before they would arrive. 
This would automatically give local area 
persons a priority of sorts, it was stated. 
In the discussion that followed, Commission 
presiding officer Robert Mangus, Goleta, said he 
sensed agreement among most commissioners 
present that local persons should have some type 
of preference. 
However. Commissioner Joe W. Gray, Santa 
Maria, voiced a note of caution. He said he felt 
a local preferential system could have repercus­ 
sions, adding “I don’t feel because we live here 
we should have a preference ... in the same way, 
a city shouldn’t act to keep out county people 
from a recreational facility ... I feel the 
Cachuma system is good the way it is.” 
It is now on a first-come, first-served basis 


at Cachuma 


with campers able to renew their space up to a 
two-weeks maximum. Currently, the park is at 
capacity daily, with one camper moving in as 
another moves out. 
“If we had to depend on county residents, we’d 
go broke,” said Fred Eggimann, Cachuma Park 
superintendent. 
Miller replied that if county residents had a 
better deal at Cachuma, many more would be 
going there and paying their entry fees. 
Commissioner Robert Ferrero, Los Alamos, 
and Thompson both said that while they were in­ 
terested in seeing alternative proposals aimed 
at helping county residents, they also wanted to 
see a determination on possible financial impact 
if out-of-county customers possibly wouldn’t 
return. 
Commissioner Larry Spanne, Lompoc Valley, 
said: 
“I feel we should serve county people first.” 
He added he would be interested in seeing “at 
least part of the park set aside” under a system 
favoring local persons wanting to make reserva­ 
tions 
Several commissioners said they had heard 
that many county residents are “discouraged 
from going to Lake Cachuma” on the knowledge 
that it is jammed by Los Angeles persons. 
"If I lived in Los Angeles I’d be glad to get out 
of there and come here,” said Gray. “ I feel 
everybody now has the same shake.”

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Two rabbis make Tay-Sachs 
test mandatory before marriage 
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COLUMBIA. S.C. (UPI) - 
Tay-Sachs is a rare killer dis­ 
ease confined prim arily to 
Jews. 
There is no cure. The only 
way to prevent it is to stop its 
genetic transmission from gen­ 
eration to generation. 
Two South Carolina rabbis 
decided to take advantage of re­ 
cent medical discoveries, in­ 
cluding a simple blood test, to 
determine if a couple carries 
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the Ta^-Sachs gene. 
Rabbi Howard A. Kosovske 
and Rabbi Arnold M. Turchick, 
the only rabbis in this state’s 
capital city, agreed to make 
any couple who wished to be 
m arried by either take the 
blood test. 
They say they are the only 
rabbis in the nation at this time 
who are m aking the test a 
requirem ent for m arriage, and 
will provide counseling to any 
engaged couple who is found to 
carry the deadly gene 
“It isn’t intended to be an 
autocratic thing.’’ Turchick 
said “We just felt this was a 
good time to get people thinking 
about their future fam ilies.’’ 
Tay-Sachs kills babies before 
they reach the age of 3. Until 


the blood test was discovered a 
few years ago, there was no 
way a couple could tell if they 
were carriers and no way they 
could know w hether their 
babies would be born with the 
fatal disease. 
According to the National In­ 
stitutes of Health, there are 
about 40 cases of Tay-Sachs an­ 
nually in the United States. 
The disease is found mostly in 
Jewish people of Eastern or 
middle European descent, and 
occurs in one out of 900 Jewish 
m arriages, according to Kosov­ 
ske If both parents are Tay- 
Sachs carriers, there is a one in 
four chance they will have a 
Tay-Sachs baby, and a 100 per 
cent chance that the baby will 
die.

have been strange doings at 
the Olive Branch Methodist 
Church. In the dead of the 
night, when conditions are 
right, an eerie light glows in 
the window of the hilltop 
tabernacle. The cause is un­ 
known, but some people here 
think a ghost is at play. 
Undeniably, the church is an 
ideal location for a m is­ 
chievous spirit. Constructed 
in 1833, it is isolated on the 
bend of a lonely road and sits 
hard by a seedy cemetery. 
Believers reason that one of 
the graves is open ended, that 
is to say it has access to both 
worlds, and its restless inhabi­ 
tant comes back and forth at 
will. 
This seems melodramatic, 
residents admit, but how else 
to explain the phenomenon? 
Kenneth Dean, who lives 
down the road from the 
church, swears he has not only 
seen the night light, but “once 
when I came be I saw this 
white thing floating across the 
road." Scout’s honor. Dean 


Vincent Price to take 
on Oscar Wilde role 
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SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) - 
Vincent Price, actor, lecturer 
and perhaps best known for his 
horror movies, is taking on a 
new role: a one-man show 
portraying Oscar Wilde. 
“ I’ve always considered him 
one of the great men of the cen­ 
tury,” Price said “There’s wit 
and profundity together with a 
tragic personal life.” 
Wilde, who died in 1900, was a 
famed playwright and wit who 
was imprisoned near the end of 
his life because of a homosex­ 
ual relationship with a friend 
At the time of the play, called 
“ Diversions and D elights,” 
he's a year from death, broke, 
in public d isg race and in 
miserable physical shape with a 
punctured and absessed ear­ 
drum and in severe pain from 
absinthe poisoning, “ but the 
m ind is good to the la st 
minute.” Price said in an inter­ 
view 
The play is set around the im­ 
agined occasion of an evening’s 
lecture in 1899 Paris. The play 
opened recently in San Fran­ 
cisco under the auspices of the 
A m e r i c a n 
C o n s e r v a t o r y 
Theater, and may later tour 
other cities 
“It all takes place in a funny 
little theater in Paris and here 
we are in a funny little theater 
in San Francisco, the Marines 
Memorial,” Price said 
Price said Wilde was “ most 
famous for his rem arks on 
society,” and it is to these that 
the play turns, drawing from 
W ilde’s own lectu re tours, 
poetry and correspondences 
“ It is compiled of all sorts of 
Wildeisms. Remember, this is 
the man who cam e to the con- 


will

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elusion that his whole fame was 
as a dinner guest and, piqued, 
then sat down and wrote four of 
the most famous comedies in 
the English language,” Price 
related. 
“ I ’m simply going to give you 
my observations," Wilde says 
to his audience, and then 
proceeds with such rem arks as: 
— “ Morality is the attitude 
we adopt about the people we 
dislike.” 
— “Give me the luxuries of 
life and I can dispense with the 
necessities.” 
— “ I am the only person in 
the world whom I should like to 
know thoroughly.” 
“ He is very elegant to the end 
-with borrowed clothes.” Price 
said “There’s no self-pity, as 
bitterness is a bore to him He 
does, however, get emotional 
and personal ’’ 
Wilde, as portrayed by Price, 
discusses at length his feelings 
about his prison sentence and 
people s attitudes toward him, 
showing him as an early ad­ 
vocate of sexual liberation. 
Since P ric e ’s early years 
(1935-’38) with Helen Hayes in 
“Victoria Regina 
and a few 
years later with Orson Welles’ 
M e r c u r y Theater, he’s 
managed to mix all forms of 
theater (musicals, comedies, 
serious dram as and horror 
shows), as well as do symphon­ 
ic narrations, many television 
specials and write a syndicated 
newspaper column on art. 
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says: “Ask my mother, she 
saw the same thing.” 
Assuredly, many people 
have seen and heard the 
doings at the Olive Branch 
Church. On the weekends 
here, cars full of witnesses 
line the road. Currie Moore, a 
miner, says people see the 
light almost every evening 
now:

Some believe the glow 
is an effect of the church fur­ 
nace, but others point out the 
furnace is in the basement and 
the light is on the first floor. 
Similarly, many feel it's some 
kind of prank by children — 
but night after night for 
decades? 
Currie Moore says that 
nearby high-voltage wires 
have often been suspect. 
“When it’s very dark, the 
wires will glow, and some 
people think this may be 
reflected by the church win­ 


dow.” Possibly. Yet here 
again the eyewitnesses scoff. 
The high-voltage wires glow 
occasionally, they say, but the 
church light can be seen every 
night. 
Rationality thus denied, 
many people in this hill coun­ 
try community attempt to ex­ 
plain the light in other ways 
Legends abound. One man 
savs the light is caused by a 
veteran of the Confederacy, 
buried in the cemetery, 
waiting for the South to rise 
again . Yuk, yuk. Most 
believers here harbor senses 
of humor as well as supersti­ 
tion. 
Church members, however, 
fail to see the whimsy of the 
situation. Eighty-five-year-old 
Bowie Goodman, in atten­ 
dance at Olive Branch since 
he was a tad, says the ghost 
stories are an affront to 
Christianity. He also says 
they make the congregation 
nervous, and the 30-member 
chapel can ill afford to lose a 
single jittery soul 


What’s more, says Good­ 
man, the hordes of people who 
come here to see the light are 
a potential problem. “One of 
these nights one of them is go­ 
ing to get a load on, storm ihe 
church, and tear the place 
up ” Already someone has 
broken into the building, 
perhaps in search of the light; 
G o o d m a n s a y s a l m o s t 
anything might happen.

Younger 
forms crime 
commission 


SACRAMENTO (U P I) - At­ 
torney G eneral E v e lle J. 
Younger has formed a special 
commission to study methods 
of combating the growing 
infiltration of organized crime 
into California. 
Younger, a potential Republi­ 
can candidate for governor. 
Thursday announced creation 
of the eight-member Organized 
Crime Control Commission, 
headed by retired Newport 
Beach Police Chief B. James 
Glavas. 
Younger said the commission 
will be backed by his subpoena 
powers and may take secret 
testimony from reluctant wit­ 
nesses if necessary. 
The attorney general said 
California has been "singularly 
fortunate" that it has not ex­ 
perienced 
large-scale 
organ­ 
ized crime in the past. 
But he added that Depart­ 
ment of Justice studies showed 
12 "fam ilies" are now operat­ 
ing in the state and have been 
responsible for 10 assasination- 
type murders since 1974 
Younger contended organized 
crime is firmly in control of the 
pornography industry in Cali­ 
fornia and is expanding its in­ 
fluence into other businesses. 
"The market out here is 
t r e m e n d o u s ,”

s a id , 
"whether you are a legitimate 
businessman or selling illegal 
contraband " 
The commission will hold six 
hearings beginning next month. 
Edwin Meese. former chief of 
staff under Gov.

Diving catch gives Rick Monday 
a back problem he doesn't need

LOS ANGELES (UPI) - It was 
another one of those long, frustrating 
nights when Rick Monday’s bad back 
forced him to watch from the bench. 
The Los Angeles Dodgers’ center- 
fielder grimaced as he gingerly walked 
up the tunnel leading from the dugout to 
the dressing room 
“I’m waiting,” he said, slowly shaking 
his head, “for my straitjacket to arrive 
any minute now This is something else 
I’ve been hurt before during my career 
but nothing like this 
“Your back is something you take for 
granted I know I did but I appreciate it 
now. I got up the other morning and I 
swear I felt 180 years old ” 
Two months ago at Houston, Monday 
hurt his back while diving for a ball at 
the Astrodome. He suffered a sprained 
lower back and has had back spasms 
since 
An examination also showed the 31- 
year-old veteran has a spinal curvature. 
He was put on an exercise program and 
told to lose weight. 
Rookie Glenn Burke took over in 
centerfield as Monday was able to play 
in just one game since July 10. 
In 79 of the Dodgers’ first 99 games, 
Monday hit .254, 13 points under his 11- 
year major league career average, with 
11 home runs and 54 RBIs. A year ago 
with the Chicago Cubs, he batted 272 and 
blasted 32 home runs with 77 RBIs. 


In a deal that is credited with moving 
them to the top in the National League 
East, the Cubs traded Monday to the 
Dodgers along with reliever Mike 
Garman for shortstop Ivan DeJesus and 
outfielder-first baseman Bill Buckner. 
And, with the collapse of the two-time 
world champion Cincinnati Reds, the 
Dodgers are running away with the 
Western Division 
“There’s no question in my mind that 
my back has hurt my play this season,” 
Monday said. “ I got off to a slow start 
and then I played hurt a month and a 
half 
“ But I wanted to stay in there and help 
out any way I could. We’re in a pennant 
race and that’s the atmosphere on this 
club. 
“ Now I just hope I can get back in 
there and get going I’m definitely not 
satisfied with what I’ve done so far and I 
know I can make a greater contribution. 
There’s still two months of the season 
left.” 
Despite the Dodgers’ healthy bulge in 
the West. Monday isn’t making any 
claims. He’s been around too long to do 
that. 
“Our lead,” he stressed, “ is satisfying 
to a point but the entire season isn’t over 
yet. The process for us now is not to give 
too many games away. 
“ But you have to be confident. Of 
course. I was confident before we 
started spring training that we had the 
pitching, hitting, defense and base runn­ 


ing to go all the way.” 
Of his old club’s surprising success this 
season. Monday remarked, “The Cubs 
have played fantastically this season. In 
a way, they’re a lot like us They’re con­ 
fident but they’re not overconfident.” 
Monday played five seasons with the 
Cubs after being with the Oakland and 
Kansas City A’s for six. He was signed 
off the Arizona State campus for a 
$104,000 bonus by A s owner Charles O. 
Finley in 1966 and, after the 1971 season 
with the A s, swapped to Chicago for 
pitcher Ken Holtzman. 


The 1971 A’s lost three straight games 
to the Baltimore Orioles in the American

“ Up to this point,” Monday smiled, 
“there’s no doubt this is the best club 
I’ve ever played on. Better than our 1971 
Oakland club But as I said, the season 
isn’t over yet.”

WASHINGTON - The Navy will get a 
dozen more A-7E attack planes than it 
requested — not because of any urgent 
military need but because the planes will 
be constructed in Texas. They will cost 
the taxpayers, by the way, a whopping 
$100 million which President Carter 
doesn’t want to spend. 
Texas happens to be 
blessed, thanks to a 
seniority system that 
advances 
co n gres­ 
smen who keep getting 
re-elected , with a 
pow erful c o n g r e s­ 
sional delegation. The 
congressm en from 
Texas have the power, 
as they have just 
d e m o n str a te d , to 
overrule the president 
when he tries to cut 
dow n on fe d e r a l 
spending in the Lone Star State. 
Carter is trying in the White House to 
make ends meet. 
He sent his budget 
trimmers to confer with the Navy about 
possible cutbacks. They agreed that the 
Naw could get along without those 
carrier-based, computerized A-7Es. So 
the president excised them from the 
budget, leaving only $21 million to keep 
the A-7E program going. 
The Texas legislators are, of course, 
for God, country and economy, but they 
favor the economies in someone else’s 
state. 
The test is not whether the 
weapon is worth the cost but whether its 
production will benefit their Texas con­ 
stituency. 
The A-7E warplanes are supposed to be 
built by LTV Corporation in Fort Worth, 
Texas. The Carter cut, therefore, 
aroused Rep. Dale Milford, D.-Texas, 
who has a lot of constituents in Ft. 
Worth. He enlisted House Democratic 
leader Jim Wright whose home district 
also reaches into Ft. Worth. Then Rep 
George Mahon, D -Texas, the powerful 
House Appropriations chairman, joined 
the A-7E crusade. 
This awesome trio, with help from 
other Texas congressm en, quickly 
restored funds for six planes over White 
House opposition. 
On the Senate side, 
Sen. John Tower, R-Texas, a power on 
the Armed Services Committee, per­ 
suaded his colleagues to purchase six 
more planes, making an even dozen. 
The Texans carried out their caper so 
skillfully, in fact, that there is little 
chance of a presidential veto. To knock 
the extra $100 million out of the budget, 
Carter would probably have to kill the 
entire appropriations bill for the Pen­ 
tagon 
ESCAPE FROM BANGKOK 
Our 
May 9, 1977, column apparently has 
driven Thailand’s top narcotics traf­ 
ficker into the hills. We identified him 
from secret intelligence reports as 
Chang Kai-cheng, a man of many ten­ 
tacles, who operates hotels, trucks and 
shops. 
But his biggest business, according to 
an intelligence document, is running 
“ the 
largest heroin distribution 
organization in Thailand,” with 
“nar­ 
cotics connections in Holland, Singapore, 
Malaysia and Hong Kong.” Much of the 


heroin he smuggles, of course, winds up 
in the back alleys of America. 
We obtained his secret telephone 
numbers and placed a trans-Pacific 
telephone call to the startled Chang Kai- 
cheng in his Bangkok hideaway. Speak­ 
ing through an interpreter, we got Chang 
to confirm facts we had learned about 
his background. 
But he stopped cold 
when we brought up the subject of nar­ 
cotics. He claimed not to know what we 
were talking about. 
Now information has reached House 
Narcotics Chairman Lester Wolff, D- 
N.Y., that Thai authorities were spurred 
into action by our column and that the 
imperiled Chang fled Bangkok. 
Ac­ 
cording to Wolff, the Thai police dis­ 
covered 348 pounds of heroin, morphine 
and opium in Chang’s palatial dwelling. 
NUCLEAR MONOPOLY: Behind the 
scenes of the energy crisis, a few giant 
corporations are playing 
a dangerous 
game of monopoly. 
They are pulling 
financial strings to gain a stranglehold 
on the most likely sources of energy. 
We are indebted to Ralph Nader’s 
Critical Mass Energy Project, which has 
been probing the corporate maze. Here 
are their confidential findings: 
A 
tig h t 
c o r p o r a te 
p h a la n x , 
spearheaded by a few of the nation’s 
largest oil companies, has quietly bought 
up controlling interests in nearly every 
phase of the nuclear power industry. 
A startling 70 per cent of the nation’s 
uranium reserves, for example, are con­ 
trolled by only seven companies. Five of 


them are giant oil companies: Atlantic 
Richfield, Exxon, Getty, Gulf and Kerr- 
McGee. All told. 20 of the top 25 oil com­ 
panies have investments in the nation’s 
uranium reserves. 
Four of the five companies that 
dominate the recycling, or * ‘reproces­ 
sing, ”of radioactive fuel are also oil com­ 
panies. Oil barons also control a com­ 
plicated process called ‘‘milling,” which 
purifies radioactive uranium for later 
use in a reactor "Hie top five milling 
companies have a solid hold on 55 per 
cent of the market. Four are owned by 
oil interests: Anaconda, Continental, Ex­ 
xon and Kerr-McGee. 
Two firms, Westinghouse Electric and 
General Electric, control a shocking 70 
per cent of all U.S. nuclear reactor sales. 
With Babcock and Wilcox and Combus­ 
tion Engineering, they dominate 98 per 
cent of the market. 
It has already been widely reported 
that the oil companies have been moving 
into the natural gas and coal industries. 
The concentrations, however, are less 
formidable than in the nuclear power in­ 
dustry. The top four firms producing oil 
and coal hold 31 per cent of the market. 
In natural gas. the figure is about 25 per 
cent. 
Footnote: 
A nuclear industry 
spokesman explained that nuclear power 
is a “high risk venture.” He also told 
us: “Concentration is not an unknown 
thing. 
There are just so many com­ 
panies that can make a living on a given 
sector of the nuclear industry.”

Congressional 
chairmen who served 
their region and this 
n ation so w ell in 
sustaining the Armed 
Forces in an earlier 
period of isolationist clamor.

to the thought that in many parts of the 
world it frequently freezes and 
sometimes snows.” 


The levity in tone sustains the passage, 
which went, perhaps understandably, un­ 
n oticed in the co v era g e of Mr. 
Moynihan’s speech. But coupled with a 
preceding passage — in which Senator 
Moynihan, without saying so in exactly 
as many words, nevertheless un­ 
mistakably asked for protection for New 
York’s garment workers — we have in­ 
sight into what, really, is going on. 
A

It doesn’t, as it happens, take very long 
to penetrate the insinuation. 
For one 
thing, only 63 per cent as many New 
Yorkers went into the Vietnam war as 
Californians. For another, more out-of­ 
staters go to California for college train­ 
ing, than to New York. 


But what is important is that Senator 
Moynihan should be using arguments of 
this character, everything from asking 
for protective tariffs for New York 
workers, to suggesting that we move our 
infantry divisions up from warm 
climates to cold climates: all of it to 
achieve a higher return on the tax dollar. 
All of it. one might add, at the expense of 
other states 
But other states are bound to catch on. 
Granted, it is a wonder they have not 


already done so. In 1973, in a small 
book (favorably reviewed by then Am­ 
bassador Moynihan in the New York 
Times) I pointed out that there were 19 
states in the union whose average per 
capita income was less than the national 
average, so that any attem pt at 
economic redistribution had as its im­ 
plicit purpose helping 19 specified states 
at the expense of 31 wealthier states. 
What happened, of course, is that the 
ideologues discovered it was easier to 
vote social welfare programs through 
Washington than through state capitals. 
Accordingly, states like New Yorkifirst 
in wealth), and California ( ninth in 
wealth) began running money from their 
citizens, through Washington, back to 
themselves. But logic quickly advises us 
that this will only work for so long as the 
elected representatives of other states 
are fast asleep in Washington, unaware 
of real economic movements. 
“For years," said Mr. Moynihan, 
“New York has unhesitatingly supported 
national programs which involve taking 
out of our private sector one dollar in 
order to return eleven cents to our public 
sector. It is not good economics.” 
But now Senator Moynihan wants 
Washington to support New York’s sub­ 
ways, and to nationalize Central Park. 
Sure. 
He is asking back from 
Washington (he would explain) some of 
the money New York has been sending to 
Washington. But the way to avoid these 
round-trip dollars, and cut down on the 
furious extravagance of government, is 
to end the hallucination: to cut 
Washington out of the picture. Which is 
why I say yet again that the evidence 
continues to mount in favor of generic 
reform: 
Congress should appropriate 
funds for social welfare only for the 
benefits of those states whose per capita 
income is below the national average.

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Roller toasters more terrifying than ever 


Riders flock to new Heart stoppers 


EUREKA, Mo. - (NEA) - 
When the feature attraction 
was built here at the Six Flags 
Over Mid-America amuse­ 
ment park. it took 100,000 man 
hours of labor, 105 miles of 
timber, and 50,000 pounds of 
bolts. But patrons say it’s 
worth it. The “Screamin’ 
Eagle” roller coaster is the 
longest, fastest, and meanest 
in the cosmos. 
Its visual bulk is startling. 
Its ride is the stuff of stomach 
upset. Customers are dragged 
to a dead stop 100 feet in the 
air. then the bottom drops out. 
For three quarters of a mile 
riders reach speeds of up to 62 
miles per hour as they con­ 
template eternity, at times 
virtually weightless, during 50 
se c on ds of u n l i c e n s e d 
aerobatics. 
Yet smashing as it is, the 
“Screamin’ Eagle” is merely 
one of an awesome new 
generation of thrill rides now 
operating in Ame ri c a’s 
mechanical playgrounds. 
A m u s e m e n t 
i n d u st r y 
engineers are turning people 
upside down, sometimes in­ 
side out, as never before. And 
nobody is happier with the 
super rides than the paying 
customers. 
Long lines file up tdlhe 
roller coaster entrance here. 
Often, the wait is a half hour 
or more. Most of the patrons 
are wary, many end the trip 
ashen and dizzy, but officials 
say much of the business is 
repeat. ‘"Hiere's a crazy at­ 
traction to it,” says a park 
employee, once you do it you 
must do it again to prove it 
was so awful.” 
The same may be said about 
a 
ride 
called 
the 
“Corkscrew,” a 1,250-foot 
series of barrelrolls currently 
operating in 11 U.S. parks. 
The ride turns patrons upside 
down not once but twice, at 
speeds of 45 mph, and still the 
customers love it. More than 


two million people have 
ridden it at California’s 
Knott’s Berry Frm. 
Also, there is the vertical 
“Loop,” a 50 mph structure 
that sends people through a 56- 
foot circle, and then, for good 
measure, repeats the process 
backwards. ‘Loop customers 
at Magic Mountain Park in 
California have been known to 
leave the ride only long 
enough to get sick, then return 
for “just one more” non­ 
chemical high. 
Perhaps the most frighten­ 
ing of all is the “ Great 
American Scream Machine” 
at Six Flags Over Georgia. 
It's designed to lift riders up a 
105-foot tower and then drop 
them like stones. Park atten­ 
dants are told to advise 
anyone with heart conditions 
to beware. “It’s like falling 
out of an airplane,” says one 
awed observer 
For those who get lighthead­ 
ed halfway up a stepladder, 
the amusement park trend is’ 
noxious. But for park officers 
it is clearly good business. 
“People love to be scared,” 
says 70-year-old John Allen, 
who has been building roller 
coasters (including the 
“Screamin’ Eagle”) for 43 
years. The more they’re 
scared, he adds, the better the 
business 
Allen’s comment is an an­ 
cient one in the amusement 
park industry. France gave 
birth to the notion in the early 
1800s when, borrowing a 
suggestion from Russian ice 
slides, French entrepreneurs 
sold tickets to the world’s first 
bobsled on a track. That con­ 
cept was the predecessor of 
the roller coaster and came to 
the new world in the 1870s. 
American ingenuity lifted 
the “artificial sliding hills” 
out of the technological 
backwaters. New Yorkers 
built coaster cars on a win­ 
ding double track in 1884, and

Today there are 30 big 
parks, and business is un­ 
precedented. Twenty-six of 
the parks draw in excess of 1 
million people annually. The 
total attendance for all parks, 
big and small, is expected to 
be 100 million this year, and 
150 million by 1985 Presently 
the industry attracts more 
than $1 billion a year in 
energetic commerce. 


Many of the ticket buyers 
are lured by the super rides. 
Jim Sheldon, whose Arrow 
Development Corp. is respon­ 
sible for the “Loop” and the 
“Corkscrew,” says that the 
American character is 
fascinated with adventure. 
Just as many people want to 
be artificially frightened in 
the movies, he says, many 
like the personal sensation as 
well. 


Of course, people of other 
nations ride scream machines 
too. Japan owns a Corkscrew 
and some roller coasters: 
Germany has crea ted 
remarkable structures of its 
own. But only in America is 
the action given cultural 
status. One species here call­ 
ed “Coaster Crazies” is said 
to travel the nation in search 
of the ultimate thrill ride. 


Is there an ultimate thrill 
ride? John Allen says there is 
not. Jim Sheldon agrees, ad­ 
ding that even unsafe thrill 
machines have not yet 
satisfied the public appetite; 
in the 1950s a poorly designed 
bobsled ride in New Jersey 
was responsible for several 
accidents and some deaths, 
but patrons kept lining up un­ 
til it was tom down. 


Food for Americans 
Cracked wheat bread an English tradition 


Men who enjoy making 
bread will find a braided 
c r a c k e d w h e a t rin g a 
welcome addition to their 
repertoire. This is an old 
English sandwich bread, once 
served for a ploughman’s 
lunch — the mid-day meal of 
English farmers which includ­ 
ed a loaf of freshly baked 
bread and slices of Cheshire 
cheese. Beer or ale and pickl­ 
ed onions are considered the 
proper accompaniments and 
visitors to England get a 
chance to sample this bread 
since it still is served in the 
inns and pubs. 
Cracked wheat is available 
in the health food section of 
many superm arkets or at 
health food stores.

In an article in the pamphlet 
Food Facts From Rutgers,’ 
he says further. “ Diver- 
ticulosis literally means in­ 
testinal blowouts’ It general­ 
ly happens to persons 50 years 
or older ” 


Current medical opinion 
holds that the cumulative 
effects of many years of low- 
bulk diet and frequent con­ 
stipation may lead to these in­ 
testinal “ blowouts” . “ The 
blowouts frequently become 
infected Symptoms include a 
vague continuous abdominal 
a c h i n g , e r r a t i c bo we l 
movements, and occasional 


seizure of severe stomach 
pain,” Dr. David Morris, of 
tho Rutgers Medical School, 
states in the same publication. 


“ If the patient will stick 
with it, a high-fiber diet for 
diverticulosis is generally 
helpful therapy. As to some of 
the other claims that high- 
fiber diets might reduce car­ 
diovascular disease, cancer, 
or obesity, there is simply no 
evidence,” adds Dr. Morris. 
“ But I think it naive to look on 
this diet as anything more 
than a measure tfe improve 
bowel function.” 


“ Until people utilize high- 
fiber foods as a replacement 
for, rather than merely an ad­ 
dition to. some of the fatty 
meats, desserts, candies, etc. 
in the diet, it wouldn’t be 
rational to hope for any 
evidence to support some of 
the other claims." he adds. 


To the question. “ How 
much fiber is enough” ? Dr. 
Morris answers, lilt is es­ 
timated that the average daily 
intake of crude fiber in in­ 
dustrial countries is about 4 
grams But primitive people 
consume about 25 to 30 grams, 
which is unwise for most 
people .” 


Some scientists recommend 
only 2 grams increase in the 
diet. Others favor 10 to 12

Gilmour, Waters, and ad­ 
ditional touring guitarist 
Snowy White (formerly A1 
Stewart) each played electric 
guitars and bass, six and 12 
string guitars, and each was 
given fairly equal solo space. 
Nick Mason continues to play 
a continually kicking drumkit, 
and R ic h a r d W r i g h t ’ s 
keyboards play an integral 
part in Floyd’s netherworldly 
preoccupation. 
Perhaps the only short­ 
coming of the program was 
the strict adherence of the 
group to selections off the last 
three 
(and best-selling) 
albums 
C lassics such as 
“ Careful with That Axe, 
Eugene” and “ Set the Con­ 
trols for the Heart of the Sun” 
have been shelved, so it 
seems, and that’s a loss for 
both new and old Floyd fans.

Rather than spend money for 
an expensive wax remover for 
my resilient floors, I use a home 
remedy.

then come back over the sur­ 
face with a stiff scrub brush. It 
takes all the wax off. I then use 
a mop and clean water and let 
the floor dry before rewaxing.

Always test any type of 
cleaning solution on just a small 
area over under a table before 
putting it all over the floor. 
Resilient flooring is tough, but 
can be affected by some 
cleaners.

more expensive even a few 
months hence. Also, if you wait 
until later, the installers wUl be 
busier when and if the bill is 
finally passed, and you might 
have to wait six months more. 
There’s bound to be a run on 
materials then too. Besides, in 
many cases, the savings you’ll 
make on utility bills by doing it 


half-inch, hosing out the cavity 
and then replacing with new 
mortar. You can buy mortar 
mix in dry form where all you 
do is add water. Mortar is 
forced into the still damp 
cavities with a trowel, making 
sure there are no air pockets. 
Now, before the new mortar 
sets up, you have to rake the 
joints to make them match the 
ones on the rest of the wall. 
There is a special pointing tool 
for this. However, if you don’t 
have one, in most cases, a short 
scrap of pipe will leave a curved 
joint that can be made to match. 
If the joints aren’t curved, you 
can ad lib with the point of your 
trowel or whatever it takes. Be 
sure you pick out the tool for 
this before you start as mortar 
sets up pretty fast on a hot day.

Dear Super: 
I used a worn-out auto tire to 
make hose holder racks at each 
outside hydrant. I cut the tire 
into sections about six inches 
wide. I mounted these on the 
walls above each hydrant and 
painted them with leftover 
house paint. A pair of big­ 
headed nails driven into the side 
wall of the tire hold each to the 
wall with the open part that 
would have been against the 
rim of the wheel facing up. The 
hose is coiled and lays in the tire 
section. These free holders keep 
the hose organized and kept an 
old tire out of the scrap heap. —

You 
liberally coat the furniture 
piece with this mix and let it sit 
for about 15 minutes. Then you 
wipe it clean. If it doesn’t 
remove all the wax buildup and 
grime, you can repeat, but 
usually one application does the 
job.

SHOP TALK - One of the 
problems with air conditioners 
is that after the condensate goes 
into the drip pan, it has to go 
outside or down the drain or it 
will run over and come into your 
house. Normally, this is no 
problem, but fungus can start to 
grow in the pan and cause the 
outlet to clog. Usually the ad­ 
dition of a cup of laundry bleach 
and maybe some goudging with 
a wire will solve the problem. 
However, that’s after there has 
been a problem and after there 
may have been damage. You 
can prevent it from happening 
with a new time-release CDC 
Anti-Clog unit. Place it in the 
pan, and it fights clog and odors 
for about four months. You 
actually don’t want to find out 
just how much water the AC is 
taking out of the air, but believe 
me, it’s enough to do lots of 
damage.

Big CB makers cry foul to FCC 


E m battled CB m anufac­ 
turers. faced with sluggish 
sales and overblown inven­ 
tories. now confront another 
problem, and this one was 
brought on by the Federal 
C om m unications C om m is­ 
sion 
Last year, you will recall, 
the FCC issued manufacturing 
specifications for CB units 
which 
w ere 
consid erab ly 
more stringent than previous­ 
ly required The rule's effec­ 
tive date was based upon 
production schedules 
If has now been discovered 
that the FCC's wording was 
somewhat loose. As a result, 
off-shore m anufacturers will 
probablv continue to flood the 
U S 
m arket 
with

manufactured under the old 
specs, while our m anufac­ 
turers faced an August 1 sta r­ 
ting point for observing the 
new rule 
“The Commission probably 
should have established a 
m arketing date, rather than a 
production date," one of the 
staffers at the FCC told us.

Caffeine 
O verstim ulation 


by Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D 


DEAR DR. LAMB - I drink 
from 20 to 24 cups of coffee 
daily, take two aspirins daily 
and drink cokes. I eat cheese 
and bologna sandwiches and 
sometimes eggs. 


My hands tremble and my 
head shakes a bit, too. A doc­ 
tor diagnosed it as essential 
tremor and also said I had 
some heart involvement. I am 
73 years old. 


People tell me drinking that 
much coffee and not eating 
properly could be the cause of 
the tremor. I do not believe it. 
What do you say? 


DEAR READER - Why 
not find out by stopping the 
coffee? I would think with the 
price of coffee these days that 
drinking 20 or more cups a day 
would give anyone the shakes. 


Seriously, coffee contains 
caffeine, which is a brain 
stim ulant. It has actions 
similar to “go pills” to pre­ 
vent sleeping. That is why I 
sometimes refer to it as a li­ 
quid go pill. The amount of 
caffeine you are consuming is 
c e r t a i n l y 
e n ou gh 
to 
overstimulate your nervous 
system and cause the shakes. 
Whether or not it does in your 
case can easily be determined 
by stopping it. 


If you do decide to stop I 
would suggest that you do so 
gradually or you are apt to 
have withdrawal symptoms, 
including headaches. May I 
suggest cutting down to four 
cups a day, spread over the 
day and then to two, one, and 
finally none, for the test. If 
you must have the taste of 
coffee, switch to one of the 
decaffeinated brands as a sub­ 
stitute as they will not have 
this effect on you. Cut out the 
colas and any tea you might 
be using also. 


Your brief description of 
your diet is insufficient to say 
whether or not you are eating 
properly but if that is all you 
eat you need to have your doc­ 
tor give you a balanced diet. 
Small amounts of bologna and 
processed cheese are all right 
if the rest of your diet does not 
c o n t a i n 
m u ch 
f at 
or 
cholesterol. 


I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 1-1, 
Coffee, Tea, Cola, Cocoa to 
give you more information on 
caffeine containing drinks.

DEAR DR. LAMB — I have 
a stomach problem. The X 
rays showed a slightly her­ 
niated diaphragm and no ac­ 
tive ulcers. I get heartburn 
and sour stomach after meals 
on some occasions and es­ 
pecially if I lie down after 
meals. I also get burning in 
bed at night if I roll and 
change positions. 
My most pressing problem 
is a burning sensation while I 
am eating as the food enters 
my stomach. Some foods such 
as citrus fruits and juices, 
tomatoes, sauces made from 
tomatoes and foods containing 
vinegar will cause this at all 
times. Other foods will do this 
also on some occasions. 
I have been told that a sen­ 
sitive stomach and spasms 
give me this burning sensation 
as I eat. Does this sound right 
for the cause of this? 


DEAR READER - Your 
doctors are telling you that 
you have a hiatal hernia, a 
hernia of a small part of your 
stomach through the hole in 
your diaphragm. This is often 
associated with leaking the 
contents of your stomach 
backward into the lower es­ 
ophagus (the food tube 
between your mouth and 
stomach). The normal closure 
mechanism prevents the leak 
but your closure mechanism 
is not working right. 
The stomach is protected 
from the acid digestive juice 
with a thick mucus layer. The 
lower esophagus is not and the 
acid digestive juice burns and 
irritates it. It can cause an ul­ 
cer in that location as well. 
This may cause the burning 
sensation you complain about, 
just under the tip of your 
breast bone. 
There are a lot of things you 
can do. Eat small meals, do 
not lie down after eating. You 
have already found out that 
causes burning. Don’t eat fats 
or meaty dishes for your even­ 
ing meal as that will delay 
stomach emptying. 
You will do better if your 
bed is propped up and you will 
find that sleeping on your 
back or right side helps. 
To give you the information 
you need I am sending you The 
Health Letter number 4-8, 
Hiatal Hernia, Esophageal 
Reflux.

Mind your money 
Handling auto accidents 


by Peter Weaver 


With the heavy summer driving 
season well under way, you should 
give some thought of how to act at the 
scene of an accident if one should oc­ 
cur. 


There are some 28 million auto ac­ 
cidents every year and you might be 
involved in one of them. 
So, be 
prepared. 
It could save you some 
grief and some money. 


First, some things you ought to 
have in your car as an “accident kit.” 
Flares or other types of warning 
devices can help divert traffic around 
an accident. A pad and a pencil is a 
must because you’ll have to take 
down considerable information Your 
insurance 
company’s emergency 
phone number is also a must. 


You might want to add these ex­ 
tras: a blanket (for any severely in­ 
jured person), a piece of chalk (to in­ 
dicate skid marks, and where your 
car ended up if it has to be moved 
before police arrive). Some drivers 
keep an inexpensive camera in their 
glove compartment but, remember, 
in the sun’s heat, film may be ruined. 


The next step, if there’s an acci­ 
dent, is to get yourself and your car 
out of harm’s way. Don’t just freeze 
in the middle of some dangerous 
highway. 
Set up your emergency 
flares and get someone to direct traf­ 
fic, if possible. 


In some states you’re not supposed 
to move vehicles after a crash 
In 
other states you can move the cars. 
Find out what the laws are in your 
state. 


If it’s a fairly serious accident, even 
if no one is hurt, call the police. If it’s 
a minor damage accident and there’s 
a question as to who is at fault, call 
the police 
A police report helps you 
if you’re pretty sure it was the other 
driver’s fault. 


By law, you are supposed to supply 
your name, phone number, address, 
license plate number, registration 
number and driver license number to 
the other driver. You should get the 
same information in return. 
As a 
courtesy, but usually not legally 
required, you can exchange insurance 
company names

Don’t give any other information to 
the other driver. Never admit guilt 
even if it was fairly obvious that you 
were at fault. 
Never argue. 
But, 
later on take down anything of impor­ 
tance the other driver says, especial­ 
ly any admission of guilt. 


Get the names and seating positions 
of all passengers even if they say 
they’re not injured (they may say so 
later). Take down all the pertinent in­ 
formation on location, speed, position 
of cars, weather conditions — 
everything. And. most important, get 
the names and addresses of witnes­ 
ses. 


Witnesses do not have to give their 
names. 
So, you have to treat them 
with kid gloves. If the police are com­ 
ing, try to get the witnesses to remain 
and give a statement. Get names of 
any police, doctors or nurses at the 
scene. 


After you’ve gathered all pertinent 
information and can get to a phone, 
call your insurance company. You’ll 
get an accident form to fill out. Send 
it in as soon as possible. Be sure you 
know where to call if the accident 
takes place in another state. 


If there are injured persons, the 
American Medical Association says 
you shouldn’t move them unless there 
is real danger of getting hit by a pass­ 
ing car or becoming a fire victim. 
Keep the injured lying down with 
head level and use that blanket for 
warmth. You can loosen a tie, collar 
and belt. 


For a very minor fender-bender ac­ 
cident where there isn’t the slightest 
indication of any injury, you might 
want to just pay for the damages, if 
you were at fault, without notifying 
your insurance company. This could 
keep your premiums from being 


raised. When in doubt, though, call 
your insurer. 
Not filing a report 
might endanger your coverage if the 
other driver claims injury later on.

One of the best ways to avoid a gar­ 
age that you’ll be unhappy with is to 
talk to somebody who’s already been 
there 
There's no guarantee, of 
course, that Joe Smith’s experience 
— good or bad — with a particular 
garage will be your experience 
But 
if you talk to a few customers, the 
more the better, and all agree on the 
kind of work the garage does, chances 
are goods that's the kind of work 
you'll receive. 


Make your own appraisal. Are the 
tools and diagnositc equipm ent 
arranged in a neat and orderly way? 
Are the mechanics and other person­ 
nel re a so n a b ly 
d re sse d and 
courteous? 
Disorganized, untidy- 
appearing garages and personnel 
often do disorganized and untidy 
work. 


Compare labor rates. 
If two dif­ 
ferent garages look good, but one 
charges $15 an hour and the other 
charges $20 — that extra $5 an hour 
can mean a lot. 


Location is also important. Is the 
garage in an area where you can con­ 
veniently leave and pick up your car? 
What if something unexpected comes 
up and the car must remain in the 
garage overnight? 
Can you handle 
that? 


Location can also have a bearing on 
price 
As a general rule, garages 
located in cities tend to have higher 
labor rates than those outside of 
cities. 


Even if a garage is conveniently 
located it can still be a problem if 
your working hours are inflexible, say 
8-5, and you must deliver your car 


before you go to work, and pick it up 
at the end of the day. If the garage is 
only open 8-5, that puts you between a 
rock and a hard place. 


And how about m eth o d s of 
payment? If you wish to pay in a way 
other than cash. 
Some will accept 
credit cards and certified checks. 
Some will even let you run up a bill 
and even accept personal checks — 
although these are dwindling, and 
those that do offer this convenience 
usually only do it to reg u lar 
customers whom they know 


Don’t be mad if a garage accepts 
only cash. A lot of perfectly compe­ 
tent garages simply cannot afford to 
make credit risks. 
You may know 
you’re honest. 
But the guy about to 
shell out parts and labor to fix your 
car has no way of telling if you’ll pay 
promptly, slowly, or not at all if he 
extends you credit.

sider is whether you want to take your 
car to an independent garage, one 
that works on any brand of car, or to a 
dealership who sells your particular 
car, and theoretically at least, has the 
latest service bulletins, modern 
equipment, and trained personnel to 
service and repair the cars he sells. 


I can't give you any hard and fast 
rules here. 
You'll have to use the 
previous guidelines along with your 
own judgment 


Small independent garages often 
need your business more and may go 
out of their way a little more to help 
you Dealerships, especially big ones, 
may not need your business so much 
and can be much m ore deper­ 
sonalized Independent garages often 
are cheaper than dealerships. 


On the other hand, an independent 
garage may not have the equipment 
or experienced personnel to handle a 
really big job 
Dealerships are sup­ 
posed to, and usually can, handle all 
service and repairs to the cars they 
sell 


As a general rule, a competent local 
service station is perfectly capable of 
doing routine maintenance and ser­ 
vice such as oil changes, tuneups, 
brake jobs, rear end repairs and 
minor engine trouble shooting. But on 
big jobs, such as complete engine 
overhauls, or trouble shooting com­ 
plex emissions control systems, 
you’re probably better off going to a 
dealership.

Trend-trippers’ favorite is also a bargain 


Capri, one hears, is finished. (“ My 
dear, it’s not just that it’s commer­ 
cial, it’s that now all those people 
come with children!” ) 
Sq for some the move is on. And if 
the June results are indicative, the 
tren dies will descend in large 
numbers than ever on a tiny Italian 
town of some 3,500 inhabitants on the 
sun-drenched Amalfi coast, an im­ 
probable place called Positano. 
Why fishing folk would willingly 
build on a rocky cliff that originally 
presented them with 4,000 or so steps 
to climb each and every day is only 
one of Positano’s mysteries and am ­ 
biguities 
Another is its love-hate relationship 
with tourism. 
On one hand, it has 
taken its main attractions — gem-like 
blue-green water (for the most part, 
clean and clear) and enhanced them 
with sm all, charim ingly sim ple 
hotels, fashionable boutiques and un­ 
pretentious restaurants 
To top 
things off, there’s a range of prices 
that democratically allows the less 
well-off to pleasure themselves in 
more or less the sam e places as the 
rich. 
On the other hand, the village has 
kept its pebble beaches and its single 
winding, grinding, down-and-up one- 
lane road The powers might have cut 
a new road directly connecting with 
the beach, but they haven’t; its still a 
healthy hike away. 
The Positanese further profess an 
i n d i f f e r e n c e 
to the t o u r i s t s 
themselves, especially those with 
rank, title, fortune or fame Princess 
M argaret has shopped in their 
boutiques; Sir Laurence Olivier has 
dined in their restaurants, Franco 
Zeffirelli, the film director, has a 


summer home here; and William 
Kempf, the fam ed octogenarian 
pianist, lives and gives occasional 
concerts here, so why should they get 
excited? They’ve seen it all. 
Naturally such a sweet-sour, smart- 
simple combination is so much catnip 
to the hosts of artists who come, 
primarily in the best periods, spring 
and fall; to the I-hate-mass-travel 
groupies who are nonetheless keen to 
create their own jam in July and 
August, and to a scatterin g of 
Americans who have discovered that 
even in 1977. here’s a seaside resort 
where you can still live with the 
prices. 
All in some way are onto a good 
thing 
Positano is as beautiful as a 
love story, with a total lack of n^on 
and honky-tonk Only three hotels can 
accommodate as many as 100 guests, 
so there’s not the faintest chance of 
giant “ package” loads of people. And 
the most expensive inn. the elegant, 
slightly remote San Pietro, costs 
around $50 a day for each of two peo­ 
ple — but that includes three meals of 
gargantuan proportion, taxes and ser­ 
vice. 
At the other end of the spectrum, 
there is, for one, the more central 
seaside Pupetto, where you dine un­ 
der lemon trees and bougainvillea at 
sim ilar all-in costs of about $14 a day, 
or live for $11 for two if you only want 
a double room. 
Ot’s still no trick to spend $15 on a 
three-course meal with wine, but in 
the sam e place more often than not 
you can also get by on $5 — less if you 
want one dish and a drink. In addi­ 
tion. there are opportunities to stuff 
yourself on a large bowl of homemade 
raspberry ice cream topped with 
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fresh whole berries for $1.25, or down 
a 50-cent glass of vermouth. 
A boat to take you to and from a 
“ wild beach” (i.e., one that’s off a 
way where you can be more or less 
alone) costs $2-$3, and a pair of local­ 
ly made, smartly cut women’s pants 
in this year’s fabric — pure linen — 
goes for $10 - $15, a crocheted string 
bikini for under $5. 
By the same 
token, you can still splurge on a $200 
or $300 coral necklace or blow $7 for a 
drink and cover charge at a disco. 
This year, by the end of June, a 
mixture of young and middle-aged 
Italians, 
Germans, 
Scandinavians, 
French, English and Americans were 
doing all of that. And the Positanese 
of course followed their normal 
custom of watching avidly while 
feigning myopia. 
It was a spicy meatball of a scene to 
behold. 
For openers there was Mr. 
Muscle with a Shirley Temple mop of 
golden ringlets, a 
shiny-domed 
German in shorts and monocle, an 
Australian woman artist who sports 
blue tattoos on her arm s and face, a 
languid 
blonde 
in Indian-maiden 
fringed buckskin. 
The younger fem ale visitors are 
alm ost all doing bags-of-rags dressing 
with layers ot tatty bits and pieces 
draped around waist or hips but the 
bosom as exposed or identifiable as 
possible; some do the accenting by 
dampening the covering fabric. 
The more chic (and older and 
richer) women are mainly in long, 
gauzy tents or oversize Kenzo-style 
shirts with pants and espadrilles both 
by night and day. Men who wish to 
compete walk large dogs or wear 
white silk shirts at night, although by 
day they usually adopt the beach un-

iform of tight bikini bottoms and T- 
shirt coverups. 
Having no shame at all, I have 
arrived from Rome in dirty jeans and 
wearing one punched-out tote, one 
paper shopping bag.

How to grow healthy wandering jew

Just in case there’s some truth in 
the old saying that fortune smiles on 
the house where wandering Jew 
thrives. I’ve been giving mine a lot of 
extra attention lately. 
With school 
tuition for three coming due in 
September. I fugure I can use some 
good luck. 


Actually, I feel better already 
because I have finally taken positive 
action with a long-neglected wander­ 
ing Jew that has been hanging around 
in my south-facing living room win­ 
dow I say “hanging around” because 
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the stems had gotten so long that they 
were trailing among the plants that 
stand on the sill and the floor. Also, 
most of the older leaves had died, 
leaving bare stem s drooping all 
around the pot. 
Some I discovered 
had broken or rotted off at the rim, 
probably from the weight of all the 
foliage that dangled several feet 
below. 


When a wandering Jew reaches the 
state I have just described, there is 
really nothing to do but make some 
tip cuttings of the healthiest new 
growth and throw out the rest. Hav­ 
ing to take such drastic action with a 
plant takes a lot of nerve, which is 
probably why I put off doing it. 
However, sim ilar treatment of a 
Swedish-ivy in the same window a 
year ago produced a far healthier, 
more attractive plant in a m atter of 
months, so with the sight of it to 
bolster my courage, I took scissors 
and a large garbage bag in hand and 
began chopping. 


I kept only six cuttings because that 
is all I needed to replant the eight- 
inch hanging pot. 
Jeannene and 
Steven took another dozen or so to 
share with their teen-age friends, all 
of whom seem to be into plants, and 
the rest I put in the incinerator room. 
From what I threw out, I have a 
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hunch more than one of my apart­ 
ment neighbors may have taken a few 
cuttings, some probably got taken 
home by the building maintenance 
staff and, who knows, maybe there 
were even some for the city sanita­ 
tion crew. 


In fact, I have to confess that the 
way I got this wandering Jew in the 
first place is that I saw an old plant on 
the street one morning, piled on top of 
garbage awaiting pickup. I’m not ex­ 
actly a garbage picker, but where 
plants are concerned I can’t resist 
stopping to see if there is something I 
can save from the dump. That’s how I 
got a richly colored coleus that has 
since throw n off an even more 
beautiful mutation and my sons. Mark 
and Steven, salvaged a $170 yucca 
that needed nothing more than a little 
loving ca re and treatm en t for 
mealybugs. 


Wandering Jew is one of the easiest 
of all plants to grow from cuttings — 
which is partly why it is one of the 
most popular. The way I make a cut­ 
ting is to take a piece of the tip growth 
about six inches long and remove the 
leaves from the bottom two inches of 
stem. Then the cutting is ready to be 
placed in a glass of water or fresh pot­ 
ting soil to root. 


The way I handled the six cuttings I 
saved from my wandering Jew was to 
dispose of the old soil from the 
original hanging pot, scrub the pot 
clean, and refill with a mixture of 
equal parts packaged potting soil, 
vermiculite and sphagnum peat moss. 
After moistening this, I inserted the 
lower two inches of each cutting in 
the surface and firmed the soil about 
the stems. I then enclosed the entire 
planting, pot and all, in a plastic bag 
saved from the cleaners and placed it 
in a bright window but not in direct 
sun. 


A week later, I removed the plastic 
and found all of the cuttings firm and 
obviously making new growth. I dis­ 
carded the plastic, watered the soil 
and misted the leaves with water. 
Then I returned the pot to its original 
hanger in my sunny living-room win­ 
dow. 


From this point on, the most impor­ 
tant steps to growing a full, many- 
branched wandering Jew are these: 
(1) After every three to five inches of 
new growth, pinch out the tip; this 
causes branching. (2) Water often 
enough to keep the soil evenly moist; 
if it dries enough to wilt the leaves, 
the tips will die. (3) Each time you 
apply water, give the pot a quarter 
turn, always in the same direction, so 
that all parts will receive an equal 
amount of light. 


Beyond this regimen, the needs of 
wandering Jew are easy: 
Give it a 
place in a bright window or up to a 
half-day or more of direct sun. 
Generally speaking, the plain-green 
or green-and-w hite v arie g ated 
varieties will do better without direct 
sun than those with olive-green, 
maroon-purple and silver leaves 
which need some direct sun to bring 
out the most vivid coloring. 
Apply 
fertilizer every month or two, and 
mist the leaves with water at least 
once a week to keep then naturally 
shiny and rain-fresh.

I have just been given a plant 
called Tahitian bridal veil. What care 
does it need? 


A The same as wandering Jew, to 
which it is related 
For best results, 
give it a place where the leaves will 
receive a few hours of direct sun and 
keep the soil moist. 


Q. My daughter has a plant called 
teddy-bear vine. 
What is its Latin

Cyanotis (sigh-un-NOH-tiss) is 
the proper name and it too, like Tahi­ 
tian bridal veil, is a member of the 
wandering Jew family.

similar care, but needs at least a half­ 
day of direct sun, and slight drying of 
the surface soil between waterings is

The horse and riding bug 
bites most youngsters sooner 
or later. Books like "Misty of 
Chincoteague," "National 
Velvet," or the Black Stallion 
and Island Stallion series 
trigger dreams of owning a 
horse — a hunter, of course; 
some noble animal that will 
carry its rider to the heights 
of glory. 
Sometimes it's just a pass­ 
ing fancy, but for a significant 
number of youngsters this 
horse stuff is serious business. 
Several recent books aim to 
suit the needs of these young 
horse fans, especially the new 
owners and riders among 
them 
Patrice Clay’s "Your Own 
Horse" should be required 
reading, not only for owners, 
but also for youngsters still 
dreaming about owning a 
horse 
The author (who 
recalls how as a child she 
longed in vain for a horse, and 
finally got one when she was a 
high school student in Saudi 
Arabia) blends a personable 
easygoing style with a wealth 
of practical information. It’s 
C lay ’s intention to help 
youngsters avoid the dilemma 
she faced: "Now that I’ve got 
what I've always wanted, 
what do I do with him ?’’ 
Therefore, she wastes no time 
in letting readers in on the 
joys and the responsibilities of 
horse ownership. 
Cost — not only of the initial 
purchase of an animal, but 
also of care and upkeep — is 
one of the first items up for 
discussion. Rightly so, since 
owners will be faced with 
significant ongoing expenses; 
among them boarding bills, 
farrier or blacksmith services 
once every six to eight weeks 
to shape hooves and reset or

replace worn shoes, basic 
tack such as saddle, bridle, 
blankets and various groom­ 
ing supplies and, of course, 
regular food and veterinary 
expenses — horses need 
routine vet visits, just like 
cats and dogs. 
Youngsters — or parents — 
ready and willing to undertake 
the expense can then learn to 
shop for a mount. One of the 
ground rules here is to have a 
vet check out the animal 
you’ve decided on. But, so that 
young buyers can begin mak­ 
ing an educated choice, Clay 
offers guidelines on where, 
and where not, to shop, what 
to look for in the way of train­ 
ing, conformation (how the 
horse is physically put 
together) and behavior. Later 
chapters describe equipment, 
ranging from simple buckets 
and sponges to proper stabling 
and outfitting. Care guidelines 
encompass feed needs — how 
much, what kind, when — and 
grooming habits. First aid is 
another important topic. Clay 
includes a "preventative 
maintenance section" that 
focuses on feet and teeth, both 
common problem areas. A 
discussion of injuries and il- 
l n e s s e s pl u s f i r s t a id 
procedures follows. 
More comprehensive in 
M 
but more formal in style 
Paust’s "The Complete 
B e g in n e r ’s 
G uide 
to 
Horseback Riding." Hiis book 
is really a one-volum e 
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reference source, since Paust 
includes a brief history of the 
horse, equine terminology and 
a look at the various breeds 
before getting down to ex­ 
plaining basic riding techni­ 
ques. 
The author launches this 
discussion with a horseman’s 
proverb, "A green horse and a 
green rider are a poor color 
combination," meaning that 
beginning riders should learn 
on a well-trained animal that 
"can forgive you your mis­ 
takes." He also believes that 
proper riding instruction from 
a professional is essential for 
new 
r i d e r s . 
A 
s o u n d 
knowledge of horsemanship 
benefits both horse and rider, 
enabling them to work like the 
team that they are. 
To prep riders for their first 
formal instruction, Paust 
takes them through the basic 
of mounting, dismounting, 
assuming a correct seat and 
riding the various gaits. Here 
the tone is solicitous and sup­ 
portive, with mistakes or un­ 
easiness anticipated. More ad­ 
vanced riders get the same 
treatment in Paust’s discus­ 
sion of the basics of jumping; 
a skill which, the author 
stresses, should be taught only 
by a trained horseman. 
In line with Paust’s total ap­ 
proach, he also includes a sec­ 
tion on horse care and 
maintenance which duplicates 


much of Clay’s advice. Final 
chapters counsel riders on 
how to get involved in shows 
or organized group riding. 
Aside from the overlap on 
horse care, Clay and Paust 
com plem ent each other, 
together forming a quick, 
solid reference source, which 
should prove indispensable to 
the young rider. 
Both of these books are 
geared to upper elementary or 
junior high age readers. 
Younger enthusiasts who 
want riding instruction on a 
simpler level might turn to 
Jane Sholinsky’s "In the 
Saddle." 
The text is less complex 
than Paust’s, yet in no way 
patronizing. Black-and-white 
photographs are plentiful and 
do a fine job of illustrating 
reining, proper seat, moun­ 
ting, etc. 
Like Paust, Sholinsky ad­ 
vocates formal riding instruc­ 
tion; "Riding is not just a 
matter of climbing on a horse 
and galloping off into the 
sunset. . . It is better to learn 
correctly the first time than 
to have to break bad habits 
later on. 
And while horse 
care is not the book’s focus«, 
there is a basic introduction to 
tack, anatomy and humane 
handling. 
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
